The first directory dates from 1505,
Queen Ellzabeth's reign. A copy of It
§5 In the British museum, entitled “The
Names of All Such Gentlemen of Ac
compts as Were Reslding Within the
City of London™

The next does not seem to have ap
peared for nearly a hundred years It
wag called “A Coliection of the Names
of Merchants Living In and About the
City of London™ This was printed for
Lee, Lombard street, In 1677, The
names were arranged alphabetically,
1,700 In number. In a separate list
were the names of no fewer than forty-
four bankers under the heading “Gold:
smiths Who Keep Running Cashes,”
twenty-three of them belng then In
Lombard street. This book contalns
the name of the father of Pope, the

first directory, expreasly so call
plled by Brown In 1732

soon {ssved it annually and real
a large fortune. The

earliost postofice directory appeared
in 1800 and succesaive volumes have
bean brought out yearly ever since.—
